My dear friends everywhere, it gives 
me great joy to write something in be- 
half of bibliology. In the title of this 
writing you notice what I am going to 
write about. Let us go now and hit 
some of the high points in Christology. 
We take notice in His Holy Word that 
when Jesus was walking on the face 
of this earth what wonderful things 
He did for the people who came to 
Him for help. 


Text, Matt. 1:21, “And she shall 
bring forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name Jesus: for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” Doesn’t that 
sound wonderful to you! It does to 
me. Before Jesus came to this lost 
world, and before man fell into sin, 
man was happy. He did not know what 
trouble was.

The Lord 
was made sad and He repented that 
He had ever made man. But at the 
same time there had to be something 
done about it. I can imagine that the 
Lord said, “The people whom I have 
created are far from me. There must 
be something done.” With a sad heart 
He turned to His only Son, Jesus. The 
Lord turned His face toward Him with 
a sad expression, and said, “My Son, I 
have to give you up some time. Do you 
see down there how the people are 
doing whom I have created? I must 
send you down there and the time will 
come when you will be slain for the 
sins of the whole world.” We know 
how He came into this world. He was 
without sin. We remember what won- 
derful works He did when He was 
walking on this earth. He began to be 
a soul-winner and we know how the 
people came unto Him. Some were 
Sick. He healed them. Some could 
hardly do anything. In other words, 
they could not speak or walk but He 
healed those who came to Him.

They 
need help and we must not fail to 
lend them a helping hand. We are the 
light of the world. A city that is set 
on a hill can not be hid. Matt. 5:15. 
I am happy that we can have this 
great opportunity of having part in 
the program for the Lord, taking the 
name ot Christ wherever we may go 
and telling the great story of Cnrist 
and wnat He can do for a man. 


All you can hear from some people 
when they preach in some places is 
the church. I am not knocking any 
churches. No, a thousand times no. 
But, my beloved, we must take Jesus 
to this lost world and when we get 
the people saved from sin they will 
come into the church. What people 
are looking for is something that sat- 
isfies the nungry soul. They are tired 
of formality. They want something 
that satisfies the soul. Now we have a 
great opportunity of giving them 
something that will satisty them. We 
can take the gospel of Christ to them. 
It is a true fact that we have to fight 
against all kinds of isms, but we can 
hold our heads up and say Christ is 
for us and who can be against us. 


Almost every place we look we can 
see new kinds of faiths springing up. 
Those who preach the Christ and real 
Christology, I say, God bless them 
whatsoever they do. As long as they 
are teaching the real teachings of 
Christ, I say, God bless them. But if 
the teachings are not of the real bibli- 
ology of God, let their teachings be in 
vain, for they are good for nothing. 
Christ wants a people who are truth- 
ful in all activities of things, and in 


.taking the gospel to this lost world we 


must deny and forget ourselves and 
think about others. God help us to 
do what is right in the sight of God. 
We may sometimes boast and say, 
“Look what I can do,” or “Look who I 
am,” but let me say that that person 
is not worth the snap of your finger. 
Let us boast only in Christ for it is 
He .who gives us power to do things 
and without Him we are helpless. I 
don’t care how much a man may 





know; he may be able to memorize 
book after book, but if he doesn’t look 
to his Creator he is the same as a 
rose that comes in the springtime and 
wilts away just within a few days. 


Yes, man is like a rose. We go out 
in the springtime and see the beauti- 
ful roses on the bush and just a few 
days later we go out and all we see 
is the bush, the roses are all gone. 
Man comes for a period of time and 
then goes away. But man is of more 
value than a rose. The soul of man 
is of far more value than anything we 
have, and my cry is, “Come on, 
friends, and let us do all we can for 
the lost.” They are depending on us 
to bring them the gospel light. Oh, let 
us take the light to them now. Now is 
the time to go to them. It may be too 
late tomorrow. Today is the time to 
go with the gospel of good news. They 
are holding their hands out and 
pleading for us to come and show 
them the right way to go and when 
we get our work done here on earth 
we will hear the sweet voice from the 
glory world saying, “You have done 
what I have commanded you. You did 
a good work. You have kept the faith. 
Your fight is over.” That will be a 
wonderful day when all of the saints 
of God come marching into that city 
of God where there is happiness and 
no sickness, no troubles, but all the 
saints of God will be all together 
where there will be no departing.

Nazi Persecution of Clergy 

From Stockholm comes word that 
Rev. Alexander Truk, Vicar of Cibla, 
has been executed by the Nazi occu- 
pation authorities in Latvia. It is also 
reported that “several clergymen 
have been arrested recently by the 
Germans” in this same sector. Word 
also comes from Stockholm to the ef- 
fect that “Vilhelm Fibiger, former 
Minister of Church Affairs in the 
Danish Government, has been ar- 
rested and imprisoned by German 
authorities in Copenhagen. Rev. Aage 
Falk - Hansen, another well-known 
Danish clergyman and Y.M.C.A. offi- 
cial, is said to be also under arrest. 


Jews Appeal to Russia 


The Zionist program for a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine, repre- 
senting American Jewish interests 
composed of 65 organizations and 502 
delegates, has appealed to Soviet Rus- 
sia to allow Jews the right of freedom 
of worship and to “turn as they will 
to the Torah of their fathers.” What 
consideration such an appeal will have 
from Russia remains to be seen. It is 
estimated that the 8,300,000 Jews liv- 
ing in Europe at the beginning of the 
war, has now been reduced to 5,000,- 
000, the report of the Conference de- 


clared.

“Christian International” 

Dr. Chin Meng, director of the 
China Institute in America, in an ad- 
dress before a conference sponsored 
by Chinese Students Association at 
Princeton, N. J., made a plea for the 
establishment of a “real Christian In- 
ternational.” The idea is to inspire a 
world-wide fraternal feeling, some- 
thing on the order of labor unions. 
The brotherhood of labor unions is a 
uniting only to further interests based 
upon the demands of self. Christianity 
has as its purpose and ideal to create 
a spiritual brotherhood of all man- 
kind, therefore such a union must be 
something far superior to the ‘“feel- 
ings of labor unions.” Besides this, it 
is also true that the word “interna- 
tional” has always been associated 
with the spread of Communism to the 
extent that the world, so far as genu- 
ine Christians are concerned, could but 
stand aloof, fearing it but a form of 
disguise Such as is everywhere used by 
Communists. This is true regardless 
of how well meaning those who pur- 
pose such an “international” may ap- 
parently be.

A wireless report out of Stockholm 
states that “religious services have re- 


cently been introduced in a number of - 


large Rome factories,” according to 
a report from the Italian capital.

In an article prepared by August 
F. Bobzin, president of the American 
Lutheran Publicity Bureau, published 
by S. S. Times, he declares that there 
are 17,000,000 children in the U. S. 
who have been denied the advantages 
of Sunday School training. These he 
states have never been to a Sunday 
School. This is a tragic situation. Here 
is the reason wny the “teen-age” 
groups are being arrested for crime 
and drunkenness. The only other hope 
for these youngsters would have been 
training in tne home, and should 
they have had this they would have 
been in Sunday School. It is quite 
clear, therefore, that they have had 
neither the benefit of Christian train- 
ing and help in the home nor yet in 
the Sunday School. 


Evangelism 


The word’ “evangelism” has been 
used so much by the Evangelical 
groups of late, who are in full realiza- 
tion of the needs of evangelistic 
work and ministry, that the word has 
almost become a byword. Wnile we 
plan for and talk “evangelism,” we 
overlook the very foundation of the 
very work and nature of it when we 
tail to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to get these 1/,000,000 chilaren 
in Sunday School. If we are to have 
a revival of salvation, we must reach 
and save the young folk. We need 
Sunday School workers. We need 
workers who are out only for one pur- 
pose and that is to help the lost and 
especially at this time the children, 
with no thought of financial remuner- 
ation. In bygone days and years, I 
used to walk miles tnroughn tne rain 
and snow, zero weather or otherwise, 
to preach and work without any 
thought of pay. I wanted to do one 
thing and tnat was to help the cause 
of Carist. A church and ministry that 
wili pay financially is greatly to be 
desired; however, until we have min- 
isters who will work, pay or no pay, 
we will have fewer churches and min- 
isters who are paying properly and 
being paid. We are at present too selr- 
centered. We look every man to his 
own. We need to take the initiative in 
winning souls, then finance will come 
as a result.

400 Italian war internees are now

“At present the men are located in 
eight camps in Idaho and Montana. 
Some of the reports of their work, re- 
ceived by Forest Service, include: 

“The camp is proceeding well. All 
of the internees enjoy their work with 
an ever growing interest which they 
seem to display with a tireless will 
toward learning and alacrity for sug- 
gestions. 

“‘Last Sunday after attending re- 
ligious services (in town) they joined 
the Kiwanians in erecting the care- 
taker’s home at the Rock Springs 
health camp. This camp is being 
erected for undernourished children.’ 

“Another read, ‘One crew of twen- 
ty-five men is working blister rust 
and is doing a very good job. They 
have picked up the work very easily. 
Three crews on brush are doing bet- 
ter each week.’ 

“And a third: ‘Last Sunday a truck 
load of men went in to church and 
sixteen of them under Captain X re- 
mained there to work voluntarily at 
reshingling the church roof; they 
were brought back to camp by mem- 
bers of the church’s council at 5 p. m.’”

What a blessing it would be 
today if we had more good housekeep- 
ers who believed that tidiness and 
orderliness were necessary to real 
homemaking. 

I do not know just how often Jesus 
visited this home. He was very busy 
at all times and to have Him pay a 
visit was a great honor. Jesus never 
visits a home without bringing a 
blessing. I wonder if you have had Him 
in your home lately. 

I read a story once of a woman who 
was looking for Jesus to visit her 
home but she was so busy getting 
ready for Him that she did not recog- 
nize Him when He came. There are 
many homes where Jesus would not 
be welcome because conditions exist in 
those homes that are contrary to His 
Spirit and teachings. Bring your lives 
and homes into conformity with His 
will and you, too, will welcome Him as 
a visitor. 


We see Martha, when Jesus came, 
going into the kitchen to prepare a 
mea! for Him. It is necessary that the 
physical side of our beings be cared 
for but it is even more necessary that 
the spiritual man be nourished. At 
this time the Lord desired to minister 
to Martha and Mary rather than have 
them minister to Him. Mary, with her 


spiritual insight, realized that this. 


was a time when she should drink in 
the spiritual food that her soul 
needed, and we find her at the feet of 
Jesus. Praise God! But Martha was 
troubling herself and all around her 
about doing something for the Lord. 
Oh, the Marthas that exist in His 
Church today! How many, many peo- 
ple there are who feel that they must

I 
do not think Martha intended to fail 
Christ or neglect her duty, but she 
was letting the worries, the problems 
of life, keep her from receiving the 
blessings that Christ intended to 
bring to her home. He spoke a rebuke 
to her in His gentle voice, with a heart 
full of love and compassion: “Martha, 
Martha, thou art careful and troubled 
about many things: but one thing is 
needful: and Mary hath chosen that 
good part, which shall not be taken 
away from her.” 


Let us take a look at Mary. We see 
her taking a seat at the feet of Jesus, 
ready to receive whatever He might 
have to say. She might have appeared 
a little careless about her home duties, 
but she did not let anything come be- 
tween her and Christ. She realized 
that the spiritual side must not be 
neglected. She was so happy for a visit 
from Jesus. I do not think that was 
Christ’s first visit to this home and 
Mary had received many blessings 
from His precious visits that had 
helped her through many hard places. 
She loved her Master and this was an 
opportunity she might never have 
again. She did not let the worries of 
life keep her from sitting at Jesus’ 
feet and hearing His words. She would 
have plenty of time to do houseclean- 


ing after Jesus had gone. Her soul 
was hungry. 

I think Mary is the type of woman 
you will find at prayer meeting, tes- 
tifying to what Christ means to her, 
and sometimes, like David in the 
23rd Psalm, her cup runs over and 
she can be heard praising God. You 
will always find her at Sunday School 
and preaching service, ready to coop- 
erate with her pastor at all times, and 
when the revival is on she is right 
there praying and working with all 
her might, trying to win souls to 
Christ. I see her as she bows by the 
side of poor, lost sinners at the altar 
and prays them through. She is so 
happy she just has to shout. “Oh,” 
you say, “shouting is old-fashioned. 
Only those who cannot control their 
emotions would dare shout in religious 
services.” Well, I don’t think Mary’s 
kind care much about the style any- 
way. She is so happy she feels that it 
is in order for her to praise her Lord 
when her heart is overflowing with 
joy. Yes, you will find the Marys when 
the load is hard, pulling with all their 
might, faithful when the way looks 
dark. They will be there when the 
crowd is small. You do not find them 
with an excuse when asked to take a 
part. They take time to sit at Jesus’ 
feet and He is their strength and His 
presence is that which inspires them 
to such unselfish service. I do not 
want to be critical toward Martha. 
What she needed and what you need, 
my friend, is to sit at the feet of Jesus 
and hear His words. Christ said Mary 
had chosen the better part that could 
not be taken away from her. 


May God help us to see just where 
we stand and if we are allowing the 
things of this life to take up too much 
of our time, let us decide now to 
change. Christ has a message for you. 
Take time to listen to Him. Let Him 
come into your home and heart and 
He will give you a different outlook on 
life. He will make you happy if you 
will yield yourself to Him. If you are 
a Christian and have become careless 
about your duty to God, determine 
that from now on you will not ‘let 
7 separate you from the love 
of God.

In our article, “The Federal Council, 
Foe of Capitalism,” in the August is- 
sue of The Southern Presbyterian 
Journal, we cited numerous quotations 
from staff members of the Federal 
Council and from Biennial Reports of 
the Federal Council to prove that this 
organization is fundamentally opposed 
to our capitalistic system. 

The Federal Council is deeply con- 
cerned with our economic’ system, 
holding that the economic system of 
our nation will materially aid or hin- 
der Christian development, according 
as to whether it be based on Christian 
or non-Christian principles. 

Since the Federal Council of Church- 
es is basically opposed to capitalism, 
what alternative system or systems 
does it advocate in its stead? The 
Federal Council is not merely negative 
in its criticism of capitalism. It be- 
lieves that other economic systems are 
more satisfactory from both the eco- 
nomic and Christian standpoints. 

One alternative which Federal Coun- 
cil staff members have studied and 
considered is Communism. A second 
alternative is co-operatives, of which 
we do not treat in this paper. Certain 
aspects of Communism have made a 
strong appeal to some of the staff of 
the Federal Council. The godlessness 
and the ruthlessness of Communism, 
of course, is deplored by them. 

The charge that the Federal Coun- 
cil is enamored of certain aspects of 
Communism may meet with an indig- 
nant denial by Dr. Samuel Cavert, the 
General Secretary of the Council. He 
may, for instance, call attention to the 
action of the Federal Council at its 
1938 Biennial Meeting. Shortly before 
that Meeting adjourned “Dr. Cavert 
presented an Associated Press dis- 
patch which had just come over the 
wires from Washington, reporting that 
a witness before the House Committee 
Investigating Unamericanism had said 
that the Federal Council had ‘med- 
dled incessantly in political affairs, in- 
variably sponsoring the ideals of radi- 
cal groups.’ The witness was Professor 
Theodore Graebner of Concordia The- 
ological Seminary, St. Louis, Mo.” 
(Biennial Report, 1938, p. 209). In the 
statement drafted by Dr. Cavert, and 
sent to Congressman Dies, after its 
adoption, occurs this sentence, “The 
allegation that the Federal Council 
of Churches sponsors ‘the ideals of 
radical groups’ is false, as indicated 
by the declaration adopted earlier this 
week by the Council in official ses- 
sion equally repudiating and opposing 
both Fascist and Communist forms of 
totalitarianism.” Thus the Federal 
Council would clear its skirts of all 
connection with Communism. To ac- 
cept this protestation of innocence at 
its face value, however, would be to 
err. 

In that very same year of 1938 Dr. 
Benson Y. Landis, longtime Associate 
Secretary of The Department of Re- 
search and Education of the Federal 
Council, had written the pamphlet, 
“Concerning the Choices Before Us,” 
which was a Discussion Outline based 
on “The Choice Before. Us,” by E. 
Stanley Jones. Chapter IV, of this dis- 
cussion syllabus is entitled, “The Al- 
ternative of Communism.” Listen to 
what Dr. Landis has to say of Com- 
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-_must be remembered:

munism. We quote, p. 14, “Another 
great challenge comes from Commun- 
ism. It seeks justice for the masses 
of mankind. It seeks to obtain for 
them access to the good things of this 
world. It aims to build a classless so- 
ciety, in which production is for use, 
in which all the economic agencies are 
under social control. It is sometimes 
said that the ends of Communism and 
of Christianity are much the same. 
But most Christians are opposed to the 
methods of the Communists that are 
in power. They see ruthlessness, whole- 
sale murder, dictatorship. Still others 
say that there is such a thing as 
Christian Communism, that what we 
need to do is to join together Chris- 
tian methods and the economic aims 
of the Communists.” 

Following this essentially favorable 
description of Communism Dr. Landis 
suggests nine “Questions To Consider.” 
They are, as follows: 

“1. What are the common elements 
of Christianity and Communism? 

“2. What elements do they not 
have in common? 

“3. Should the modern Christians 
imitate the early Christians who had 
‘all things common’? (Acts 2:44: ‘And 
all that believed were together, and 
had all things common.’ Acts 4:32-35: 
‘Neither said any of them that ought 
of the things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all things com- 
mon.... Neither was there any among 
them that lacked: for as many as were 
possessors of lands or houses sold 
them, and brought the prices of the 
things that were sold, and laid them 
down at the apostles’ feet: and dis- 
tribution was made unto every man 
according as he had need.’) 

“4, Why do some Christian organi- 
zations that live, by Communistic 
methods oppose Communism in Rus- 
sia 


“5, Why do you think Communists 
oppose religion? 
“6. How much appeal does Com- 


munism make to people you know? 

“7, What are the possibilities of the 
growth of Communism in the United 
States? 

“8. Do we face a choice between 
Communism and Fascism in the 
United States? 

“9. In what situations would you 
think a ‘united front’ with Commun- 
ists would be advisable?” 

Frankly. the imnvlications of some 
of Dr. Landis’ questions stagger us. In 
particular. we grieve at the suggestion 
that Communism and Christianitv are 
somewhat akin. To us, this is blas- 
phemous. 

We are vrateful to Dr. Wilbur Smith 
who. in “Peloubet’s Notes, 1935,” com- 
menting on Acts 4:34f. savs, p. 232, 
“This common possession of goods in 
the early church has often been used 
as an argument for socialism and even 
communism. but this is misinterpret- 
ing the passage. A number of things 
in the first 
place. it was strictly a voluntarv mat- 
ter. There was no law about this in 
the early church, and no believer was 
compelled to sell his possessions if he 


was not led to do so by his own con- 
science. This condition prevailed only 
among believers. Where love is absent, 
to enforce such a condition is disas- 
trous. Furthermore, it does not appear 
that every man in the church sold all 
of his property, nor that even those 
who did so sold all that they had. 
Moreover, when the fresh warmth of 
Pentecostal life departed, this practice 
was given up. It is never referred to 
again in the New Testament, and 
never seems to have been practiced 
outside of the city of Jerusalem. Even 
with this remarkable attempt to de- 
liver all believers from want, it is very 
significant that, some years later, the 
apostle Paul is found taking a collec- 
tion in other provinces for the poor 
in the Jerusalem church (Rom. 15:26; 
1 Cor. 16:3) .” 


It is ironic that Dr. Landis should 
suggest that under certain circum- 
stances Christians and Communists 
should present ‘a united front,’ and 
that at the present time there is a 
united front of war. For years the Fed- 
eral Council has been militantly paci- 
fistic, and doubtless the last thought 
in Dr. Landis’ mind at the time of 
writing was that Christians and Com- 
munists should wage war together. 
And grateful as we are to the Russians 
for their heroic defense of their home- 
land, thereby giving us more time to 
prepare, we suspect that this ‘united 
front’ is one that is going to embarrass 
us in time to come, when peace shall 
be made. What will Stalin care about 
idealism or Christian principles when 
peace is made? 


Another veteran staff member of the 
Federal Council is the Rev. James 
Myers, Industrial Secretary of The 
Industrial Division, and his writings 
reflect Communistic ideas. Mr. Myers’ 
“Prayers Personal and Social” has en- 
joyed a wide sale, and the Commission 
On Worship of the Federal Council has 
published an enlarged edition of this 
pamphlet. On page 11 is a prayer “For 
a Christian Social Order.” In this 
prayer is a petition, “Deliver us from 
the evils .. . of an economic system 
which places profit above personality,” 
which petition reveals his animus 
against capitalism. Further along the 
prayer continues, “In Thy fatherly 
goodness, help the disinherited work- 
ers of the world in their struggle for 
freedom and equality, but save them 
from the soul-destroying bitterness 
and hatreds of class war. Grant to us 
the blessing of orderly process in social 
change. Restrain from the method of 
violence both those who press forward 
toward new rights for the dispos- 
sessed, and those who would protect 
for themselves the vested interests of 
our time.” In using the words “dis- 
inherited” and “dispossessed” and in 
speaking of “vested interests” it is evi- 
dent that Mr. Myers has been reading 
radical books. While he prays in behalf 
of the “disinherited” and “dispos- 
sessed,” he deplores “the soul-destroy- 
ing bitterness and hatreds of class 
war” fostered by Communism. 


Mr. Myers, in the foreword of his 
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book, “Religion Lends a Hand,” as- 
serts, “this book . .. describes only 
what the churches are doing in their 
endeavors to make their dreams of a 
better world come true.” The final 
chapter is entitled “Who Is My Neigh- 
bor?” and in it the nature of so-called 
“Reconciliation trips” is described. On 
page 139 Mr. Myers states, “The Rev. 
Clarence V. Howell, an ordained Meth- 
odist minister, . . . has pioneered in 
the development of what are known 
as reconciliation trips to the foreign 
quarters and to various political and 
economic groups in New York City.” 
Among the groups visited are An- 
archists (p. 142), Communists (p. 143), 
Socialist headquarters and the Rand 
School of Social Science, and the 
I.W.W. (p. 147). Those making the 
trip heard each group state its own 
case, and explain its principles. Ap- 
parently the grouv making the trip 
had not the slightest thought of 
bringing the good news of salvation 
through the substitutionary atone- 
ment of Christ to the economic and 
political groups visited. 

Mr. Myers commends the purpose of 
such trips in these words, p. 148, “Anv- 
one who has seen Mr. and Mrs. Howell 
at the head of a group knows that this 
enterprise is to them something more 
than a sight-seeine trip. It is a min- 
istry of reconciliation. a part of the 
social evangelism which alone can set 
us forward towards the human fel- 
lowshiv of a brotherly world.” Com- 
munists were among those visited. 
Through such trips Christians and 
Communists will move “forward the 
human fellowship of a_ brotherly 
world.” Such a conclusion seems to be 
justified from Mr. Mvers’ words. Such 
Reconciliation trips are abhorrent to 
us. 

“The Christian Church and World 
Order” was originally a British publi- 
cation. However it is “Printed in 
America for the Information of the 
Churches jointly by the Commission 
To Study the Bases of a Just and 
Durable Peace of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America 
and the American Council, World Al- 
liance for International Friendship 
Through the Churches.” On page 2 of 
this pamphlet is this paragraph, “The 
importance of Russia lies not merely in 
the vast populations and resources gov- 
erned by the Soviet, but also in the 
fact that under the forms and meth- 
ods of Communism a regime has been 
created in which the rights and needs 
of the common man are prior to the 
rights of property. The extent of this 
achievement, not only in the economic 
but also in the social and cultural 
spheres, can hardly be exaggerated. 
The decree to which Communism was 
rigidly Marxian and consciously god- 
less probably dictated the degree to 
which it expressed itself in a new form 
of tyranny, but the democracies of the 
West will only at their peril ignore the 
lessons which the Russian develop- 
ment and experience teach or the 
widespread hopes which it has 
aroused.” 

The Executive Committee of the 
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Federal Council, on Sept. 18, 1942, in 
approving the publication of this 
pamphlet was careful to declare that 
it should be published “with the ex- 
plicit statement on the cover that it 
is ‘for the information of the churches’ 
rather than a statement by the Amer- 
ican churches” (1942 Biennial report, 
p. 206). Be it so. Here were fifty mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the 
Federal Council approving the publi- 
cation of a pamphlet “for the informa- 
tion of the churches” in which Com- 
munism was lauded. Is this the kind 
of information the churches in Amer- 
ica need? Is_ extolling Communism 
among the purposes for which the 
Federal Council exists? 

The above is not an _ isolated in- 
stance of the Federal Councril’s flirt- 
ing with Communism. “A Basis for 
the Peace To Come” contains six lec- 
tures delivered at Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity in March, 1942, under the spon- 
sorship of that University and the 
Federal Council’s Commission. To 
Study the Basis of a Just and Durable 
Peace. Dr. Bradford Abernethy, Secre- 
tary of this Commission, has a lauda- 
tory foreword to the book, in which he 
speaks of these lectures making “an 
invaluable contribution” to a consider- 
ation of postwar problems. On page 78 
of this book, Wm. Paton, sneaking of 
Russia, says, “They, on the other hand, 
may have to teach us the values of 
economic security for the common 
man, and we should listen to their 
criticisms of the weakness of our eco- 
nomics in which the canker of unem- 
plovment has shown our inability to 
make economic freedom and security 
as real a thing as political.” 

Communism in Rvssia has failed. 
It has deviated from its original aims. 
Savs Carl Snvder in the abridged edi- 
tion of “Capitalism the Creator,” pp. 
21-22, “The Soviet Government in 
Russia beran as a supposedlv com- 
munistic state, giving approximately 
an equal income to everyone. After ten 
vears Russia turned a new leaf, and 
has becun to show the effect in its 
remarkable industrial growth. Where 
is the ‘communistic state’? On the tes- 
timony of Max Eastman and of other 
competent, first-hand observers, 
Russia is going the way of all canital- 
istic flesh; larger and larger salaries 
to the more competent, bonuses and 
other inducements to the workers. to 
those who produce more goods! In a 
word, this very interesting experiment 
in Russia, begun by theorists. revolu- 
tionaries and dreamers. is taking on 
the methods and introducing the in- 
equalities of reward to be found in a 
capitalistic society. What Russia has 
today is a scheme of vovernmental 


‘ enterprise. of ‘state capitalism,’ that 


in method and spirit, and in induce- 
ment to increase output. does not dif- 
fer in any serious way from the most 
capably run capitalistic corporation in 
our highly capitalistic United States.” 

In our judement Communism is an 
exneriment which has failed economi- 
—_ as well as being spiritually god- 
ess. 

Our conclusion to the matter is that 


while the Federal Council of Churches 
as an organization may profess its op- 
position to Communism, yet through 
certain of its staff members and cer- 
tain of its unofficial publications it 
creates the impression that there are 
values in Communism to be conserved. 
Inasmuch as Communism has failed 
economically as well as spiritually, we 
marvel that the Federal Council 
should flirt with it, however cautious- 
ly. When Prof. Graebner asserted that 
the Federal Council sponsors the 
ideals of radical groups he did not 
miss the mark.—Southern \Presbyter- 
ian Journal.

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Che Paid Debt 


“HAPPY” TOM BROOKS 


There was a time in my life when I 
owed two debts. One was caused by 
my mother’s being sick; the other 
was caused by my father’s bad man- 
agement. In my boyhood days, when I 
was very small, dad fled away from 
home. There was a large family of us 
children. We had a very hard struggle 
in life. When I was about the age of 
twelve my mother took sick. Our bread 
was soon gone. I began to ponder and 
cry, “What can we do for bread?” not 
knowing how long mother would be 
unable to work. 

I went to a merchant and said to 
him, “My mother is sick. We don’t 
have any bread. Will you sell me a 
barrel of flour and charge it to me? 
I will get work and pay you.” The 
merchant studied for a minute or 
more, then said, “Yes, I will sell you a 
barrel of flour now and if you pay this 
bill you can buy more merchandise on 
credit. But if you don’t pay this debt, 
don’t ask me for anything else.” We 
took the barrel of flour home. How 
good I felt to know that we had bread. 
But, oh, that debt for a small twelve- 
year-old boy and no job, no money, 
nothing to pay with! I could hardly 
sleep that night for thinking of that 
debt. 

The next morning I went to a 
neighbor who lived close to us. He 
owned a farm and I said to this good 
man, “Mr. Siler, my mother is sick. 
We didn’t have any bread. I went 
down to Marshall Hart’s store and got 
a barrel of flour. He charged it to me. 
I want to work for somebody and pay 
that debt. If you have anything that 
I can do, I will work for you and you 
can pay me what you think I am 
worth.” “Yes,” said that good man, “I 
will try you and see what you can do.” 
You know, he gave me work and paid 
me well till I had made enough, and 
more, to pay that debt I owed for the 
barrel of flour. Then my record there 
was clear. Oh, how good I felt. I could 
hardly sleep then for joy. 

That made me love Mr. Siler so 
much I always sought to do him a 
favor, but I was a poor boy and didn’t 
get much money. Finally I grew up to 
be a man and I married. Eighteen 
months after I married a baby boy 
was born into our home. Of course our 
people had many names for the boy. 
Some said call him one thing and 
some said another. Some said, “Let’s 
call him ‘Tom, Jr.’” But I said, “No, 
we must name him for the man who 
paid the debt for me when I was so 
small I couldn’t help myself. All that 
I can say and do is too little for that 
good man, because he fixed the plan 
and made the way for me to pay that 
debt.” 

Now the other debt I owed. See Matt. 
18:23-35. In my boyhood days I made 
another debt. Of course you know that 
debt greatly depended on the bad 
management of my father Adam. 
This debt was such a big one and 
I did not make much efforts to pay. 
My name was at the beginning of the 
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bill. I was not charged with a barrel 
of flour on this bill, but one item was 
a charge of being drunk. What a 
drunkard, a murderer in heart! A 
man did me wrong and I bought me a 
pistol and buckled it on me. I said to 
myself, “He has done me so bad, I will 
not be treated like that. I will kill 
him.” Then I was charged with murder 
in my heart. Ten thousand talents must 
have been the amount of the debt. It 
was so much Mr. Siler did not have 
money enough to pay that debt for 
me. What could be done more than 
for me to fall into the hands of the 
tormenter, the devil, for I had noth- 
ing with which to pay. Then I fell 
down with my face at my Lord’s foot- 
stool, the earth, saying, “O Lord, have 
mercy on me.” Then my Lord, the 
good man of Calvary, that thorn- 
crowned man, the man who turned 
water into wine; oh, yes, you know 
that man who paid the debt for me, 
He said, “I will have pity on you and 
forgive you all; I will settle that debt, 
though you were a_ blasphemer, 
though you cursed and swore, though 
so many times you shook your head 
and said no to my messengers and my 
Holy Spirit, though you trampled my 
shed blood under your feet, though 
you upheld sin, the thing that causes 
war and shedding of blood, the thing 
that brought my death and the death 
of all others, the thing that has 
caused children to be left on the 
mercy of a cold-hearted world without 
father or mother—all these things 
and more have you done, but I will 
have mercy on you. I will pay this 
debt. I will settle this account for you. 
Though you are an ignorant, un- 
learned, Gentile, fatherless boy you 
can sing, ‘The old account is settled.’ ” 

Dan. 12:10, “Many shall be purified, 
made white and tried.” Oh say, when 


a@ man is saved from sin or sins and 
sanctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, he is just as white as white 
can be, never was and never can be 
made any whiter than he is at the 
time he gets the Holy Ghost and 
speaks in tongues as an evidence. 


When this debt was paid the joy 
that flooded my soul no human nor 
mortal tongue can tell. You should 
have been there. Wife and I shouted 
all night and all day and until after 
twelve o’clock the next night. Oh, I 
had something to shout about, didn’t 
I! Though in spite of all this, I came 
very near getting into trouble again. 

My sister and my brother, by some 
foolish thought of theirs, did me 
wrong or got in debt to me, then I 
forgot how my Lord forgave me my 
large debt of ten thousand talents and 
I said to myself, “Goody, goody, I will 
hold their noses to the grindstone till 
they confess to me. I won’t forgive 
them until they say, ‘Brother Tom, I 
have done you wrong. I want to know 
what I can do to make it right or pay 
the debt.’” Then I would say, “Our

Every science and art is carried out 
by the use of means. Anything that is 
of a constructive nature must be 
worked out by the use of methods and 
plans. The science of farming de- 
mands the use of various machines 
and systems if it is to be done satis- 
factorily. The rubber-tired tractor, 
high-speed seeding and harvesting in- 
struments, highly-bred seed, etc., are 
all means that have contributed to 
the accomplishment of the farmer’s 
goal which is the sale of his crop. Sev- 
eral years ago, while going through a 
sugar refinery, it seemed unnecessary, 
to my way of thinking, that so many 
processes had to be gone through be- 
fore the finished product was sacked, 
but every part of that machinery was 
necessary aS a means to obtain the 
finished product. 


In God’s economy we also discover 
the use of means to accomplish His 
work. It would have been relatively 
simple for-an infinite Creator to do 
every phase of the work of His king- 
dom by His own power, but He has 
not chosen to do so. From the very be- 
ginning we see Him entrusting men 
with great responsibilities. Adam was 
asked to oversee the lower kingdoms 
and was given definite instructions as 
to the care of his soul and those of 
his kinsfolk. Moses was entrusted with 
the supervision of approximately two 
million souls and all the details which 
were so necessary to that nation were 
to be administered by him and se- 
lected coworkers. 

I especially desire to call your atten- 
tion to some of the means God is us- 
ing to carry on the work of His 
Church. In Eph. 4:11, 12, we read, 
“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangel- 
ists; and some, pastors and teachers; 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.” Added to this 
same list we have “miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, 
diversities of tongues,” 1 Cor. 12:28. 
In 2 Cor. 8:7, Paul exhorts the Cor- 
inthians to abound in the grace of 
giving. Prayer and fasting are power- 
ful factors that God wants us to make 
good use of. The “love chapter,” 1 Cor. 
13, is that “more excellent way” our 
Lord has ordained as a means to ac- 
complish the desired end. In this long 
list of offices, gifts and graces we have 
a major part of the means that God 
wants used in the propagation of the 
gospel. They are detailed enough so 
that every one of God’s children can 
find their place and contribute to that 
glorious structure our Lord is build- 
ing. When these gifts and graces are 
not recognized, but carnal methods re- 
place them, the Church inevitably 
suffers. For example: if the office of 
the evangelist is not recognized, the 
Church will become dormant because 
new life is not being injected into it. 
If the office of the teacher is set 
aside, ignorance prevails and many 
hurtful things befall the Church. If 
the spiritual gifts are rejected, that 
spiritual dynamo is lost and the 
Church eventually becomes a dead is- 
sue. When people refuse to recognize

God’s government they are setting 
aside a divinely appointed means for 
the blessing of the Church. The grace 
of giving is a means that must not be 
forsaken or spiritual drought will in- 
evitably follow and God’s pastors, mis- 
sionaries, and different departments 
of the Church will suffer unnecessary 
sorrow. In fact, all the means Jesus 
has given us should be made use of 
if we are to efficiently carry on this 
highest of all occupations. 


There is another phase of this sub- 
ject that we must not pass up; that 
is, certain of these MEANS must not 
be made an END in themselves. Great 
havoc has been wrought in the Church 
down through the centuries because 
men have done this. The religion of 
the Pharisees is a good illustration of 
this truth. Jesus told them it was per- 
fectly legitimate for them to fast, pray 
and pay tithes, but the calamity of 
the case was that they stopped there. 
They paid their tithes and they were 
“mighty proud of it.” They loved to 
pray so everyone could see them. When 
they fasted they wanted everybody to 
know about it. Have you ever listened 
to people tell about how much spirit- 
ual grace they had and how the gifts 
of the Spirit worked through them; 
how much money they paid in tithes, 
offerings, etc.? Prayer, singing, and 
preaching can be made ends in them- 
selves when we glory in them. The 
substance of the matter is simply this: 
a perfectly righteous MEANS is made 
an unrighteous END. Such _ people 
glory in the tool instead of the thing 
the tool is being used to construct. The 
misfortune and eternal loss that comes 
to one who glories in the MEANS in- 
stead of the true END is recorded in 
Matt. 6:2, “Verily I say unto + they 
have received their reward,” R. V. The 
praise and laud of men is the sum 
total of their reward. 

But, praise be unto God! there is 
a glorious END that can be the ulti- 
mate objective of all Christian service. 
Eph. 4:12, our text, states that the va- 
rious ministry gifts were given by 
Christ “for the perfecting of the saints 
and the building up (R. V.) of the 
body of Christ.” There we find the 
END our Lord had in mind when He 
gave the MEANS to carry on His pro- 


gram. Paul, in writing to the Corinth- 
ians, instructed them to be desirous 
of spiritual gifts for the EDIFICA- 
TION OF THE CHURCH. When it is 
settled once and forever in our minds 
that everything we do should re- 
dound to the glory of God and edify 
the Church, our service will truly be 
effective. It is absolutely necessary 
that our vision rise higher than the 
mere gratification of our human 
propensities of pride and lust. When 
men are enslaved to these it is utter- 
ly impossible to contribute much to 
the edification of the Church. When 
we stop to consider that we are am- 
bassadors of Christ, the thought comes 
that we are not to represent ourselves 
but the country and King who has 
called us. The Church has always been 
able to find a place for that person 
who is intensely desirous of contribut- 
ing his bit of service to the welfare of 
his brethren. When we behold our 
Savior we see a perfect example of 
One whose very life was given for the 
bringing of men into a personal rela- 
tionship with God. He forsook the 
comforts of life to do so; we often see 
Him weeping and groaning over the 
wretched state of humanity; His sym- 
pathy was revealed when He healed 
and fed the needy multitudes; He 
stepped out of His way to bless the out- 
casts of society. The psalmist expressed 
the attitude fo Jesus when He stated, 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up.” The apostle Paul reveals the 
chief aim of his life in such state- 
ments as, “I determined not to know 
anything among you, save Jesus Christ 
and him crucified”; “For though I be 
free from all men, yet have I made 
myself servant unto all, that I might 
gain the more .. . and this I do for 
the GOSPEL’S SAKE, that I might 
_ partaker thereof with you,” 1 Cor. 


When life’s race is run and God 
looks into His records, we will have our 
life’s activities brought to our remem- 
brance again. It will be a glorious 
event if the books reveal that our mo- 
tives were right and that our ultimate 
objective in life was to edify and build 
up the body of Christ. Today it is our 
privilege to determine that all our 
heart, soul, mind, and strength shall 
be used as a channel through which 
_— — and His Church shall be glo- 
rified.

not come among the high ranks of 
society nor in a king’s palace, but He 
came humbly. He was a member of 
the blessed Trinity yet He came in 
poverty that we might be made rich. 
Somewhere back in the eternal realms 
of God the Trinity held a council and 
planned this great salvation, planned 
a redemption for the soul of man. The 
Son was given to accomplish this great 
salvation. 

Our salvation is great because of 
what it can do. Jesus came not to 
call the righteous but sinners to re- 
pentance. There is only one class of 
people who can be saved; namely, sin- 
ners, and only one man who can save 
sinners, the man Cnrist Jesus. We see 
today perhaps hundreds of people 
during our day’s activities, some with 
meaningless looks on their faces, oth- 
ers blinaed by worldly pleasures, not 
having a hope of eternal life; yet, 
Christ died tor the ungodly. Wnoso- 
ever will may accept tnis salvation. 
Man is a tree moral agent. He may 
serve God or mammon; tnat 1s leit 
up to the individual. 

There is only one way of salvation 
and tnat is through Cnrist Jesus. 
Some modern tningxers toaay may 
think tnis 1s too narrow but alter ail 
God’s Word is ali tnat really councs 
in tne end. 

Tnis great salvation is a free gift 
of God tnrougn His Son. He was born 
a Savior. He met every demand of the 
law. We must have taltn in Jesus 
Christ. We are to believe on Jesus, not 
merely to believe He was a great 
propuet, teacher or miracle worker. 
We can believe all this and be lost in 
the end. But we musc believe on Him, 
lean on Him, trusc in Him as tne One 
who took our place on the cross and 
now lives in glory. 

This salvation is great because of 
the nature of the proofs, divine and 
human, that were submitted Ior its 
genuineness (verse 3). It was first 
spoken by Christ and confirmed to us 
by them that heard Him. God also 
bore witness with signs, wonders, 
miracles and gifts of the Holy Ghost. 

We may take different attitudes 
toward this salvation. Heb. 2:1, 
“Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which we 
have heard, lest at any time we snould 
let them slip.” We ought to give heed 
to this salvation, give heed enough to 
accept this spiritual deliverance. This 
is the first way by which we are to 
show our esteem of Christ and the 
gospel. It is the great concern of every 
one under the gospel to give heed to 
gospel discoveries, to read them oiten 
and meditate on them. If we fail to 
give heed to the things we have heard, 
they will leak out of our lives and we 
will be great losers by our neglect. We 
are not saved by works lest any man 
should boast, but we are saved by 
having faith in the things we have 
heard. 

Some accept this salvation and are 
made to rejoice, while others neglect 
by refusing to give heed to the things 
they have heard, simply allowing 
them to drift by, refusing to accept 
the well-attested truth. We don’t 
have to commit any big sin to be lost, 
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all we have to do is to neglect. The 
Lord is knocking at the door of many 
hearts today and they are putting Him 
off, neglecting their soul’s salvatiou. 
To believe on Him is to have life but 
not to believe is to perish. There is no 
other name under heaven whereby 
man can be saved, yet many are re- 
fusing to accept Jesus. 


There is a sure penalty for those 
who neglect. Heb. 12:25, “For if they 
escaped not who refused him that 
spoke on earth, much more shall not 
we escape, if we turn away from him 
that speaketh from heaven.” Heb. 2: 
2,3, “For if the word spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a Just re- 
compense of reward; how shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great salva- 
tion.” 

The penalty for neglect is just. God 
as a righteous judge will not let peo- 
ple go unpunished who think the 
blood of Jesus unworthy. The wrath 
ot God is upon those who neglect. 
Neglectors will be left without excuse 
or power at the judgment day. Tney 
will be speechless and condemned by 
their own consciences. 


One of the reasons our nation is at 
war today is because people have 
neglected this great salvation. We are 


“told in the Scriptures that in the last 


days men will have a form of goali- 
ness but deny the power. Those days 
are here. We see so many people toaay 
worshiping God in name only, just 
carrying on a form. The places of 
worldly amusements are being crowd- 
ed to their capacity while many 
church pews go empty. Christ is being 


.crowded out of many lives, yea, many 


churches. People continue in sin; they 
continue to neglect this great salva- 
tion. 

“This is the stone which was set at 
nought of you builders, which is be- 
come the head of the corner,” Acts 4: 
11. It is a tried stone. It has been tried 
down through the ages and has proven 
a sure foundation. 

Dear reader, is your heart heavy to- 
day? Is there a longing in your heart 
for a peace that will satisty? Have you 
accepted this sure foundation? Jesus 
says He is the way, the truth, and the 
life.
